Summary of Bets from the Far Cust. 


JAPAN. 


NAGASAKI. 

Invalided soldiers from Formosa have arrived in considerable 
numbers at this port ; 600 men came per Madras, and the 
remains of all that have died on Formosan soil were expected 
per Delta. The heavy loss is attributed to fatigue, great heat, 
aud the unfavourable climate they have had to encounter. 
Fifteen died in the Madras during her passage. This steamer 
went on to Tientsin on the 14th Oct. Nothing definite seems to 
be known at this port with reference to the negotiations going 
on at Peking. 

Thievery is still rife inthe settlement. From the house of 
Mr. de Souza a quantity of winter clothing, jewellery, bronze 
ornaments, and cash were stolen. On'the night of the 12th Oct. 
a native godown was entered, by breaking a hole in the wall, 
and in order to cover their depredation, the burglars set fire to 
the premises, whereby much damage was done, and an adjacent 
building had to be pulled down to prevent the flames spreading. 

The Austrian corvette Friedrich, from Shanghai. and the Ger- 
man corvette Arcona, from Australian waters wa Yokohama 
and Kobe, had arrived. The former was to leave shortly for 
Yokohama, and the latter was expected, after coaling, to proceed 
on to Chefoo. 

The Japanese ram Adzuma-kan, three guns, arrived in har- 
bour on the 13th Oct. from Yokohama, having,there undergone 
thorough repairs, and donned a new coatof paint. Her destina- 
tion is unknown. 








SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 30th 


Oct.; the French mail from London Sept. 11 was received on the 
26th Oct. The following summary of news is from the Worth 
China Herald :-— 


Two days have been devoted to the Shanghai Rowing Club’s 
Autumn Regatta, which took place on the how Creek, and 
was in every way a success, So far as they could arrange mat- 
ters the conimittee did their best to make the Regatta attractive 
from a holiday point of view, in addition to its object as ex- 
amination day in the school of muscular Christianity. The 
season of training having given place to that of dining, the 
club put a period to the former, and opened the lat- 
ter with their custo festive reunion. * Between sixty 
and seventy members and their friends were present, under 
the presidency of the genial and witty captain of the club, 
Mr. R. W. Little, who was supported on either hand by the 
sa ra quae at the late regatta, Captain Thomson, R.N., 
and Mr. I. B. Eames. The dinner-table was tastefully appointed, 
and the menu set forth an appetising array of viands. When 
dinner was over, a comprehensive toast list was rapidly got 
through, the oratory of the oarsmen being both happy and brief ; 
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whilst some capital songs, mostly humorous in their charactey, 
filled up the intervals between speech-making till midnight, at 
which time the party broke up. 

The last race of the Shanghai Yacht Club for the present 
season has taken place. It was for the Club Cup, and was a 
handicap. The course was round astakeboat in the seven mile 
reach, and back to the police hulk. Four yachts were entered, but 
only three came to the buoy—the Lillie, the Wave, and the Fear- 
less. The Nimrod could not muster a crew in accordance with 
the Club rules, and so did not put in an appearance. She was, 
however, 80 heavily handicapped that, had she raced, the chances 
were at least two to one against her winning. She was to have 
given the Fearless thirty-five minutes, and the Lillie and Wave fif- 
teen minutes each, the two last named giving the Fearless twenty 
minutes. They got away at a few minutes past twelve, the 
Wave being the first to cant from the buoy ; but the Zllze, havin 
the windward position, was really first round, though she fail 
to improve her start upon the Wave, which left the centre buoy, 
the Fearless slipping from leeward of both. The wind was hardly 
sufficient to assist either, but the tide was now running up at a 
fast , and speedily carried the yachts out of sight of the 
starting point, a scud of rain, which shortly afterwards came on, 
assisting their disappearance most effectually. The first to round 
the stakeboat was the Wave; 2nd, Lillie; 3rd, Fearless. Ap- 
proaching the seven-mile reach the Fearless overhauled the two 
others, and then ensued some nice handling of the craft. From 
this time the Zilze came to the fore, and won easily. But as the 
round was not completed within eight hours of starting, there 
is no race. 

A letter from Nanking, in the Shunpao, gives some particu- 
lars of the assassination, about three weeks ago, of a military 
mandarin at Szechow, in Anwhei province. The officer was in 
command of two camps of about 500 men each. As he was 
riding out one day, accompanied only by an unarmed servant, 
he was accosted by a man who held up a gold bracelet to attract 
his attention. The man begged the officer’s acceptance of the 
trinket, and while the latter was looking at it, suddenly drew a 
knife and struck at him. The officer warded off the blow with 
his hand, on which he received a cut. The servant then rushed 
forward, but the assassin gave him also a cut on the hand, and 
he fled. The diversion, however, enabled the officer to draw 
a weapon from his belt, and become the assailant instead 
of the assailed. The assassin fled, the officer in pursuit, till a 
bridge, narrow and slippery as Chinese bridges usually are, was 
reached, where the officer’s horse fell. The assassin was imme- 
diately upon his victim, stabbed him repeatedly, finally cut his 
throat, and then escaped, leaving him dead. The servant re- 

rted the occurrence to the Chehsien, who held an inquest and 
informed the higher authorities. The correspondent seems to 
be unable to throw any light on the motive for the crime, but 
from what he savs, it appears that the servant has been suborned 
to declare that his master committed suicide in a fit of insanity. 

In the absence of other local topics interest is now being con- 
centrated on the races, which begin to-morrow, and upon the 
probabilities of which several of our correspondents have been 
exercising their prophetic souls. The broken weather since 
training n has been unfortunate for sporting men, to whom 
that time is a season of enjoyment of which the races are the 
wind-up. We are glad to hear, however, that the races promise 
to be good, both in point of sport and of attendance, and that 
one element of pleasure not always obtainable in Shanghai, the 
presence of a band, has been secured for the meeting. 

A few nights since, at about midnight, H.M. gun-vessel 


Frolic was returning from Ningpo to Shanghai, and when near 


Gutzlaff the crew were beat to night quarters. During the 
firing a large steamer was observed hovering around, as if 
curious to know what the unusual uproar was about, but dis- 
inclined to approach too closely. The report of the Frolic’s 
heavy 7-inch gun, chiming in with her final broadside of lighter 
artillery, appeared to decide the matter, for the stranger put his 
helm up, and, clapping on steam, was soon lost to view. It 
seems that when her captain saw the flashes of the Frolic’s guns, 
he was under the impression that an engagement was being 
fought between a Chinese and Japanese gunboat, and went to 
see if it were 80. 

The minutes of meeting of the Consular Body touch on several 
matters of public interest, notably the Woosung Bar question. 
Mr. Medhurst’s caustic criticism on behalf of the consuls, of the 
report got up on the burlesque survey gone through by expectant 
prefect Kao and the magistrate of Paoshan, to which we have 
more than once referred, will be read with much interest. The 
latter seems to have had the desired effect of inducing a re- 
survey, and there is other evidence that the Chinese are not 
being allowed to sleep on the matter, although it is difficult to 
awaken them thoroughly to the necessity, and the advantages 
to China, immediate as well as ultimate, of taking steps to re- 
move the bar. Progress is reported in the matter of sanitary 
regulations, a new and properly controlled slaughter-house has 
become possible, and the ill-succeas of attempts to get indemnified 
for damages arising out of the French concession riot, the ques- 
tion of proxy voting, and other business was brought up. The 
meeting saw no reason for interfering with the new examiners’ 
shed at the Custom-house—nor do we see any. 
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A special meeting of members of the Shanghai Gymnasium 
has been held, at the Main Guard, to discuss the advisability of 
having an autumn meeting for athletic sports. The rain. pre- | 
vented a good attendance. Mr. W. E. Stephenson was called to 
the chair, and, after briefly stating the object of the gathering, 
said that of course it was a matter of vote, and called for a show 
of hands, which was given in its favour.—The Chairman next 
moved that a committee of six should be added to the perma- 
nent committee, for the purpose of fixing the date, urrangin 
the programme, and all other necessary business, He sugges 
that Messrs. Voelkel, Pryer, J. A. Maitland, Groom, Bromley. 
and Harvie should be the names selected, and they were 
to without discussion. There was no other business, and the 
meeting broke up. 

The French barque Juthia, Captain Garnier, from Nagasaki, 
coal laden, reports having encountered severe weather on the 
20th, 21st, and 22nd Oct., when about half way between Naga- 
sakiand Shanghai. On the morning of the 20th she had a fresh 
breeze, which much increased cowards noon, and necessitated the 
carrying of small sails only. At midnight of the 20th the vessel 
penne a leak, and when the pumps were sounded at 2 a.m. of 
the 21st, sixty inches of water were found inthe hold. The 
wind increased from the north, and the vessel shipped hea 
seas. All hands were ordered to the pumps, and the vessel’s 
course was altered for Foochow. The water rose to seventy-two 
inches at 10 a.m. of the 21st, the hull lying very deep in the sea, 
and the vessel steering badly, while water came pouring in at 
the scuppers. As it was feared that the ship was sinking, 
several tons of cargo were thrown overboard, but the endea- 
vours to lessen the depth of water were so far discouraging that 
it was deomed prudent to provision and get ready the boats, to 
abandon the ship if necessary. About 4 p.m. the unintermitted 
working of the pumps was found to have gained on the water in 
the hold to the extent of four inches, a happy discovery, which 
raised the spirits of the nearly worn-out crew, and induced them 
to redouble their effort to still further reduce it. This they suc- 
ceeded in doing on the morning of the 22nd. Later in the day, 
the well showed favourable indications, while at the same time 
the weather moderated. At noon the pumps were nearly dry ; 
the wind changed to the N.E., and the vessel’s course was again 
set for Shanghai. The Saddles were sighted at 4 p.m. on the 
22nd, and on the following day a pilot was engaged, as well as 
three coolies to assist in working the ship—the crew having been 
exhausted by sixty-four hours’ continuous work at the am 

The British ship Lucerne, which left Shanghai for New- 
chwang, struck on the Ariadul Rock, and has been stranded 
near the south bank of the Yangtsze to prevent her sinking. 
She has five to six feet of water over her at high tide. <A large 
junk has been sunk on the right bank of the river, about half 
way between Tatung and the upper end of Williamette Cut, at 
about a ship’s length from the shore. 

We hear that the Quanglong property (lately occupied by 
Messrs. Smith, Archer, and C55 has been sold to Chinese capi- 
talists for Tls. 50,000. It is with no little regret we have to add 
that we understand it to be the intention of the purchasers to 
remove the existing buildings, and to cover over the fine com- 
pound in which they stand with Chinese houses. 

Miss Carry George’s Dramatic Company continue to give per- 
formances, at the Lyceum, with fair success. There was a very 
large audience present at Miss George’s benefit, every part of the 
house being well filled. The performance was under the pa- 
tronage of Admiral Sir Charles Shadwell, K.C.B., and the mem- 
bers of the Amateur Dramatic Club. 

The United States frigate Hartford has arrived from Nagasaki, 
and will probably stay ler for several months. 

The following items of intelligence are taken from the Budget 
and News Letter :-— 

A meeting of the officers of the 8. V. C. has been held at the 
Club, at the instance of the Defence Committee of the Municipal 
Council. The officers were asked to discuss the advisability, or 
the contrary, of exchanging the present Artillery howitzers 
for Gatling ordnance, that the Council might have the assistance 
of their collective opinion on the subject. Some conversation 
elicited the important fact that many of the officers had not had 
any opportunity, or at all events any adequate oppor uals of 
examluing a Gatling guu; and they were not therefore in a 
position to say whether that style of weapon would be a desir- 
able exchange for their present heavy howitzers. That some 
more portable artillery than the latter was desirable was gene- 
rally agreed. It was eventually decided that officers should take 
an opportunity of familiarising themselves with a Gatling 
on board the U.S.S. Monocacy, at present in harbour ; 
which another meeting will be held, to come to some decision on 
the subject. 

Besides the routine business disposed of at the meeting of the 
Municipal Council on the 19th October, we observe that a letter 
from Admiral Sir C. Shadwell was read, acceding to the request 
of the Council that they might be allowed to purchase 8,000 
rounds of Snider-ball cartridge, which will accordingly be fur- 
nished by the /ron Duke. It was also agreed at the meeting to 
accept the terms proposed by Mr. E. M. Smith relative to the 
conditions under which the Council might proceed to make the 
road from Kiangse to Honan-road through his property. The 
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new road is only to cost Tls. 300, which we hope is not erring 
on the side of economy. It will be twenty-three feet wide. 
‘= On the 26th Oct. the tide, assisted by a brisk N.E. breeze, 
“cose to a height that we have not seen equalled fora considerable 
time. The two arches of the Garden-bridge springing from the 
abutments at either end were filled with water, a part of the 
river-side gravel walk on the N.F. front of the public gardens 
was submerged, and for a short time, at the very top of the tide, 
the pontoons at the ends of the jetties on the Bund floated 
higher than the jetties. 

The steamer Braemar Castle has been released from her some- 
what unpleasant position on the bank near that great enemy of 
Shanghai, the Woosung bar, having anchored below the shipping 
on the 26th Oct. A large portion of her cargo had to be dis- 
charged into lighters to effect her release. She has just com- 
pleted her discharge of cargo at the Hongkew Wharf. 








HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 5th Nov. ; no 


later mail from London had been received. The following 
items of news are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :— 


The provincial authorities at Foochow are making strenuous 
exertions to put their miserable forces into something like naval 
and military shape, but until they can instil a smattering of war- 
like ardour into the long-robed gentlemen in command, the 
handful of Japanese in Formosa need not, we think, feel at all 
apprehensive of defeat. A proclamation has been issued by 
General Lin—in command of the naval and military forces on 
the coast of Fuhkien—which, while most pokey dealing se- 
verely with the crimes of petty officers and men, seemingly ig- 
nores the gambling, opium smoking, and squeezing practices to 
which the officers commanding are frequently addicted. 

H.M.S. Victor Emmanuel, the new Commodore’s flagship, 
which sailed from Plymouth on the 5th July, arrived on the 
4th Nov. She brings, among other officers, Commander Hon. 
E. S. Dawson, to join the Thistle ; Commander Robert H. Harris, 
for the £lé; Lieut. E. P. Hocker, for the Avon; Lieut. A. H. 
O. P. Lowe, for the Thistle; Lieut. C. H. Herring, for the 
Curlew ; and Lieut. Aston E. H. M’Murdo, for the Dwarf. By 
an arrangement no salutes were fired, and for the sake of peace 
and quietness it would be very satisfactory if the arrangement 
were adopted as a general rule. 

In honour of the birthday of the King of Portugal the ama- 
teurs of the Club Lusitano have given a very excellent dramatic 


entertainment. The Portuguese national anthem was played on 
the opening of the performance. The piece of the evening was 
A Morgandinha de Val Flor, or the heiress of Val Flor, a drama 


in five acts, which was admirably acted throughout. The chief 
character was sustained by Dr. Magalhaes, who showed himself 
to be a most talented actor in addition to his other well known 
accomplishments. Between the acts some excellent pianoforte 
pieces and songs were given. The house was crowded, and among 
the audience were a large number of the general community who 
had been courteously invited by the amateurs. 

We are informed that the Foochow Race Club propose to have 
a meeting early in Janu It is understood that the Amoy 
residents will enter more than the usual number of ponies, their 
own meeting being impossible in consequence of their course being 
required by the Chinese Government for military purposes. 

A robbery has been committed at the house of Mr. Algar, 
house agent, &c., in Hollywood-road. The thieves made off with 
Ai watches and some loose cash, which had been left in an open 

esk. 

We understand that Mr. Wright, the present Commissioner of 
Customs at Fogchow, has been promoted to a higher post, and 
that Mr. James H. Hart will succeed as Commissioner. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 12th 
November; the French mail from London Oct. 9 arrived out 
on the 9th November. We take the following items of intelli- 
gence from the Straits Times :— 

The defects in our quarantine regulations have been most 
lamentably illustrated in the case of the steamer Milton. The 
Milton anchored in our roads on the 30th Oct., with between 
1,200 and 1,300 Chinese passengers from Swatow on board. That 
port was, so far as we can learn, healthy at the time of the 
vessel’s departure, and no case of sickness occurred on board 
during the voyage. Part of the passengers were to land at 
Singapore, and the rest to be taken on in the vessel to Penang. 
Everything went on well, and the landing of the pas- 
sengers was proceeded with until some 500 had got ashore. 
Those still on board, numbering upwards of 700, glad 
of any change in diet after their voyage, bought and ate 
freely of the fruit offered for sale in the ats which 
crowded round the vessel, and purchased water for their own 
use from the Chinese sampan water-boats, which possibly im- 
pure in the first instance, and afterwards mixed with the sea- 
water which unavoidably washes into the water boats on their 
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way to the vessel, speedily began to affect their health, and 
seven or eight of them died from an attack of disease pronounced 
by the Principal Medical Officer to be cholera. e under- 
stand there was a difference of opinion among medical men as to 
the nature of the disease, some of them considering it merely 
choleraic diarrhcea, but the Principal Medical Officer maintained 
that the disease was unmistakably Asiatic cholera, and at once 
ordered the vessel, with all the remaining 700 passengers on 
board, into quarantine, where she has now remained for more 
than a week. 

The propriety of such a proceeding is certainly open to grave 
doubt, the more so when we know its fatal results, and it may 
be gravely questioned whether it has been wise to entrust any 
such momentous discretionary power, involving the loss of so 
many lives, to the unsupported opinion of a single medical officer. 
The sbip, as ordered, went outside the harbour limits to the 
quarantine anchorage, and there disease has been cee Pe 
among the luckless passengers who have been needlessly expose 
to the danger of intection. Day after day disease and confine- 
ment have been doing their work, and one after another has 
sickened, died, and been buried on the island opposite, until 
we learn that there have been no less than fifty deaths, and that 
twenty more are lying helplessly iJl, some evidently past recovery. 
The agents of the vessel, in order to relieve her from further 
detention, and with a desire to render a service to the passen- 
gers, have themselves undertaken the expense of constructing 
sheds for the accommodation of the coolies. This, however, in- 
volved considerable delay, although pushed forward with all 
haste. There was still, however, no provision for the sick ; no 
hospital in which to place them, and no one to attend to them on 
shore ; and these, some twenty in number, were retained on board 
the ship, where some of them died. Those who are landed on 
the island have at last, by private energy and determination, 
been removed from the deadly influence to which they were so 
long needlessly exposed, and in a healthy and well-chosen loca- 
tion on a hill-side, with plenty of good water, will probably soon 
be restored to perfect health. 

A theatrical performance has been given at Government-house 
by the officers of H.M.S. Charybdis. A capital stage had been 
eaelgena at one end of the ball-room, and looked quite business- 
ike with its foot lights, curtain, and other theatrical appendages. 
The piece selected was Mr. F. G. Williams’s original farce entitled 
“My Turn Next.” Where all did the best-—and did that best 
right well—it would be invidious to draw comparisons between 
the various actors or actresses, who each and all showed by their 
performance the painstaking labour that had been bestowed on 
the rehearsals, Suffice it to say that no hitch occurred from the 
commencement to the end of the piece, that the interest taken 
by the audience was unflagging throughout, and that the curtain 
fell at length amidst rounds of well-deserved applause. The 
theatrical performance concluded, dancing commenced in the 
ball-room, and was continued with animation till past midnight. 

We recently called attention to a number of counterfeit dollars 
of the new Mexican coinage, which had been put in circulation 
here. Last week a Malay went into a shop in the Rochore dis- 
trict, and bought a hat, for which he ti a new Japan dollar. 
After he had left the shopkeeper detected that the dollar was a 
counterfeit, very fairly executed, but of very base metal. He 
kept quiet, however, and in the afternoon another Malay came 
in to buy a pair of shoes, for which he tendered another Japan 
dollar of the same description. This man was given in charge. 
Subsequently a Kling money-changer went toa Chinaman's shop, 
where he had been in the habit of purchasing quantities of coppers, 
and asked for ten dollars’ worth of small change, for which he paid 
in dollars, five of which were counterfeit. The counterfeits were 
of the old Mexican coinage but of new appearance—were very 
neatly coined, had aclear though slightly sharp ring, and were 
of full weight. The money-changer was arrested by Inspector 
Richardson, and both he and the Malay who passed the Japan 
dollar were brought before the Police Magistrate, who commit- 
ted them for trial at the next Session. One of the counterfeit 
Mexican dollars was afterwards chopped in two, and the metal 
was found to bear a very close resemblance to silver. 

A few days since Mr. Lim Seng Chye, a Chinese trader resid- 
ing, in Kling-street, on awaking discovered his iron money chest 
standing open, and knowing that he had locked it the previous 
night, madeimmediate examination. He found it had been opened 
by means of its proper key, which he kept in an almeirah close by, 
and calling his servants, found that a young Hokien, some twenty 
years old, who had only been some three weeks in his employ, 
as a clerk, was missing. There had been taken from the box 
five $100 notes, one $20, two $10, and ten $5 notes, and some 
$30 in old coin ; some watches and jewelry kept in the box were 
left untouched. None of the doors were open, but there were 
marks of feet on the window sill, from which it was evident the 
thief had escaped by jumping out of the window. The numbers 
of the notes will be ascertained, and may afford a clue tu the 
detection of the thief. 

Lieutenant-General de Raasloff, accompanied by his military 
secretary and aide-de-camp, arrived here in the Messageries Ma- 
ritimes steamer. The neues sent a carriage to meet the 
General, who, accompanied by his staff, drove to Government 
House, where they will stay until the departure of the mail for 
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Hong Kong. General de Raasloff is proceeding to China as 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary for Denmark, 
and is entrusted with a special mission. Mrs. Seward, wife of 
the United States Consul-General at Shanghai, arrived by the 
same steamer, and is also partaking of the hospitality of Govern- 
ment House. 

The Sarawak Gazette has the following items :— 

The Sarawak steamer Royalist, Capt. Kirk, arrived from 
Brunei and Labuan on Oct. 22. Passengers, his Lordship the 
Bishop of the diocese, the Hon. J. B. Cruickshank, the Resident 
of Sadong, the Resident of Muka, the Datu Bandar of Kuching, 
Mr. W. Sinclair, Haji Usop of Sibu and the Malay writer. The 
steamer left for Singapore on the 26th ult. Passenger, Mr. 
R. B. Goodenough. 

A Correspondent writes :—Two years have passed since my 
last visit to Labuan, and I did not expect to find much change, 
as events in this part of the world do not move on at railroad 
speed ; still I must sayin some things Labuan has been much 
improved. The new coal wharf, a thoroughly well built and 
substantial work, reflects great credit on the gentleman who 
planned it, and who superintended the building. Steamers now 
can come alongside at any tide, and be loaded in a few hours; a 

ood stock of coal was on the beach but not covered in, a squall 
having carried away the sheds. Government house was looking 
its best, the grounds being in capital order, showing a great con- 
trast to what it appeared a few years ago; the roads and bridges 
were in fair order, and very substantial stone drains were being 
made near the prison.

IMPORTS. 

YokoHAMa.—Rather less demand had been apparent for most goods. 
In Cotton Yarn medium qualities were difficult of sale, but best spin- 
nings of Nos. 28 to 32 commanded higher rates. Shirtings were with- 
out much animation, and for T-Cloths there was less inquiry. The 
stock of Cotton Sateens was exhausted, and rates were firmer, but 
Velveta were hardly so easily saleable. In Woollens, an improvement 
in Crape Mousselines and Blankets and more inquiry for Black Presi- 
dente were the only changes to note. The market for Metals had been 
extremely quiet during the fortnight, and no transactions in Nail rods 
were reported. In Bar Iron a few sales had been made of sizes that 
dealers just happened to want. 

SHANGHAI.—The expectations engendered by the activity prevalent 
during the fortnight terminating on 21st Oct. had been dispelled, or at 
least shaken. Before the last &nglish mail had closed almost every 
evidence of the previous excitement had disappeared, and the quietness 
then manifest had since reigned supreme. A moderate inquiry had 
existed for the better classes of 8}-lbs. Grey Shirtings, for common 
7-lbs., for ordinary 64 Reed White Shirtings, and the like grades of 15- 
lbs. English Drills, as also for Velvets, but the entire business has 
fallen far short of what it ought to be at the season. In Lead a large 
speculative business had been done, and under its influence prices had 
risen considerably. Tls. 6.00 per picul had been touched for L.B. on 
time, but the dealers get their small requirement supplied to the full 
at quotations. 

FoocHow.—Sales are reported of 500 pieces 831b. Grey Shirtings at 
$2.724 per piece, and 500 pieces 7lb. Mexican T-Cloths at $2.12) per 
piece. Lead was quoted $8.25 per picul. 

MaNILa.—Plain staples had been freely offered by importers, and the 
tendency of the market during the fortnight had been in favour of 
buyers. Suitable styles of Coloured goods were in fair demand, and 
prices were somewhat firmer. 

Saicon.—Market very dull; scarcely any business had been effected. 
Stocks were very large. 

Batavia.—Measrs. Houghton and Co. report no change in the import 
market, the demand for the native New Year having been supplied, 
so that no change was looked for for some time to come.

TEA. 

YorouaMa.—Settlements continued much on the same scale as last 
reported, business for the fortnight amounting to 6,000 piculs, the 
bulk of which comprised the better grades; prices had been well 
supported, and the market closed firm. This season’s settlements for 
Yokohama alone amounted to date to the large total of piculs 100,000, 
or an equivalent of fully 12,000,000 Ibs. of fired tea. The P. M. S. 
China, despatched on the 14th Oct., carried from this port, 
$18,997 lbs. for New York, 202,074 lbs. for San Francisco, 18,327 lbs. 
for Boston, and 7,300 lbs. for Montreal. The barque Jessica, loading 
at Hiogo for New York, would complete her cargo here, and was en- 
gaged full. Quotations :—Common, $27 to 29 per picul ; good com- 
mon, $31 to 34 ; medium, $35 to 38 ; good medium, $39 to 41; fine, 
$43 to 46 ; Finest, $48 to 51; Export from Ist May to date; to New

SHancHAl.—There had been a quiet market during the week. There 
was no change in values to note, but fine Greens were firm.

Souchong: Settle- 
ments, 1,500 chests at Tls.15 to 25}. Arrivals, nil. Oolong: Settle- 
ments, 330 half-chests at Tls.18 to 27. Stock, 48,470 half-chesta. 
Arrivals, 3,000 half-chests. Scented Teas: Settlements, 2.300 boxes 
at Tis. 12 to 20, showing no change. Arrivals, 2,300 boxes. Flowery 
Pekoe : No business reported. Arrivals, nil. Exports to Great Bri- 
tain, the Continent of Europe, and the Cape of Good Hope, 
47,187,190 lbs., against 41,816,263 lbs. at same time last year. To 
America, 864,675 lbs., against 757,800 lbs. To the Colonies, 
10,971,088 lbs., against 11,256,655 Ibs. last year. 

SILK. 

YoxouaMa.-—For some time after date of last report the market was 
quiet, the high rates attained having apparently checked buyers. To- 
wards the close however one house had taken several hundred bales, 
ank dealers were demanding another $10 to $20 higher. The purchases 
of the fortnight were estimated at 1,200 bales, but probably only a por- 
tion of them would be settled in time for this mail. Meantime there 
was very little stock on the market. Settlements since last report, 
900 bales. Settlements, from lst July to date, 4,800 bales ; against 
corresponding period—season 1873-4, 5,680 bales ; ditto, 1872-3, 7,140 
bales ; ditto, 1871-2, 6,340 bales ; stock, 300 bales. Silkworms’ Eggs : 
Total arrivals at this port, since the beginning of the season, were 
1,550,000 cards, and there was a stock of about 150,000 in Yedo. The 
native dealers had publicly destroyed by fire nearly 500,000 cards, and 
intended burning more. After an interruption of ten days, business 
was resumed, when holders were found to be willing sellers at from 
$0.40 to $0.60 for annual green and white ; so far the wilful destruc- 
tion of stock had not produced much effect on prices. Total settle- 
ments were estimated at 600,000 cards, against 700,000 last year 
the same date. 

SHaNcHal.—The receipt of telegrams advising a quieter market in 
London, and the firmness evinced by Chinese to ho!d their silks for 
full rates had checked busiuess, and settlements since departure of 
English mail had not exceeded 1,000 bales (inclusive of 300 bales, 
chiefly re-reels, purchased for America), making total settlements to 
date, 52,500 bales. The settlements consisted of the common kinds of 
Tsatlees at Tls. 270 to 310 per picul ; Hangchow Tsatlees Tls. 250 to 
295 per picul ; coarse Taysaams, Tls. 230 to 250 per picul; Sewings 
(Long Reel Taysaams), Tls. 230 to 280 per picul, and inferior Laeyangs 
(Skeins) at Tls. 215 to 225 per picul. It is reported that Blue Ele- 
pharts had been settled at Tis. 3474 per picul, Beautiful Woman, 
No. 2, at Tls. 360 per picul, and Pagoda, No. 2, at Tls. 3574 per picul ; 
the latter, however, is said to have keen rejected on inspection. At 
the close of the mail Chinese were eager to sell, but refused to accept 
the decline in quotations that the excessive export, increased s and 
inferiority of the Silk warranted. The unsold stock also ia about 12,000 
bales. The North China Herald says :—Theexcessive export direct to the 
Continent, and the pernicious sales to arrive, can have but one result— 
depressing the tonden market ; and purchasers here would have done 
well to have more carefully considered these very important points ere 
paying the late excessive prices, which can only result in a serious loss. 
The fictitious profits supposed to have been made on sales to arrive 
have yet to be secured, and it remains to be seen whether these ehip- 
ments, arriving in all probability on a dull market, are accepted on 
Shanghai classification. Experience of previous years, taken on the 
whole, gives little hope of satisfaction to the seller.

mission in China. It will be remembered that the officers and ship’s 
company of the Hart received permission from their lordships to erect 
a similar memento of kindly feeling and respect. 

We have to announce the death of Staff-Surgeon W. T. Wilson, late 
of H.M.S. Iron Duke. This officer was at the Admiralty last week, 
apparently in the enjoyment of excellent health, applying for employ- 
ment, and died within a few days afterwards of a sudden and painful 
attack of illness, brought on by the severity of the weather, which has 
been very trying to old Indians. 

Captain Alexander Buller (1869) is appointed to the command of 
the Modeste on the China Station. Capt. Thomson, now of the Modeste, 
is transferred to the Challenger, in the place of Capt. Nares, who is 
ordered home to take command of the new Polar Expedition.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 
BROWN V. HOLT. 

This was an action brought to recover compensation in damages for 
severe personal injuries the plaintiff received when a consular passen- 
ger from Hong Kong to England on board the defendant's ship 
Priam. The plaintiff had to sleep in the fore-hatch with two other 
seamen, who were also consular passengers. When in the tropics a 
section of the hatch was rigged up in order that more air might find 
its way down the fore-hatch, and the plaintiff alleged that the de- 
fendant’s seamen in lowering a jib did it so negligently that the block 
struck the erection and sent the section edgeways down the fore- 
hatch upon his head, fracturing his skull and otherwise severely injur- 
ing him. The defence in substance was, first, that the erection had 
beon put up contrary to the captain's orders ; secondly, that the fore- 
hatch was a fit and proper place for the plaintiff to sleep in within the 
212th section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1868 ; and, thirdly, that 
the plaintiff had been guilty of contributory negligence. This was the 
second trial. On the first occasion the action was tried in February 
last, when a special jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff with about 
£250 damages, leave having been then given to the defendants’ counsel 
to move for a new trial. The result was the setting aside of that ver- 
dict and the present renewal of these proceedings. 

The jury after an absence of about one hour returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff—damages, £475. The counsel for the defendant tendered 
a bill of exceptions to the learned judge’s summing up. 








UNITED STATES. 


The Pacific Mail Steamship Company has begun an action against 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company. The two companies made a 
stipulation that one should not adopt a rate of freight below the 
other, and that the Union Pacific should send so much freight a 
month over the Pacific Mail, whose ships were to be in readiness to 
tuke it. The Pacific Mail allege that they have abided by their agrce- 
ment, but that the Union Pacific has failed to fulfil its part of the con- 
tract. There was a clause providing that each should be entitled to 
dissolve the contract on thirty days’ notice. The Pacific Mail gave 
the notice, and the Union Pacific refused to come to an accounting, 
ee it is alleged they were debtors to the former company ; hence 
the suit. 

An official notification states that in accordance with a notice re- 
ceived from the Post Office Department of Great Britain the postage on

THE CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF 
CHINA. 

A Blue-book has been issued from the Foreign-office, contain- 
ing the reports from Her Majesty’s Consuls at Tientsin, Chefoo, 
Newchwang, Hankow, Kiukiang, Ningpo, Foochow, Amoy, 
Swatow, and Canton on the trade of those ports during the year 
1873. Shanghai and Chinkiang are not given. The following 
is a summary of the reports :— 


TIENTSIN. 

Mr. Consul Mongan estimates the total value of the trade in 
imports, exports, and re-exports at Tls. 21,868,135, equal to about 
£6,560,440 10s. ‘Ihe importa of foreign origin are returned of 
the value of Tls. 8,885,021, while the net value of the trade of 
the port, ascertained by deducting the re-exports, is set down at 
Tls. 17,203,533. The total for 1872 was ‘Ts. 16,999,448; the 
figures for 1873 therefore show an increase of Ts. 204,105, or 
£61,231 10s. The increased value of the imports last year are to 
be placed to the credit of the native goods and produce, while 
the foreign imports on the other hand fell from Ts. 10,444,756 
in 1872 to Tls. 9,768,679 ; this decrease in value having been 
caused chiefly by a greatly diminished importation of T-cloths. 


Referring to this diminution Mr. Mongan writes :— 


The chief cause of the falling off in T-cloths in 1873 was, most 


py an excessive importation of this staple in 1871 and 1872, it 


aving been imported last year more largely even than grey shirtings. 
In other respects the figures given in the above table indicate a healthy 
But, if goods that are sold by 


the purpose of increasing that weight, disastrous results to our import 


trade with China may be anticipated at no distant date, and already, 


indeed, Chinese merchants are deterred from entering the market in 
consequence of this fraudulent practice. A correspondent of the North 
China Herald, for instance, writing lately from Peking, uf Manchester 
goods at the capital, says :—‘‘ The storekeepers here are afraid of buy- 
ing the trash which rots in their shops. In a short time there will be 
no sale here at all for British cottons. The hotel-keeper showed me 
sheets of washed grey shirtings which he said had lost half weight, and 
they certainly were most miserable flimsy rags, which tore at a pull.” 
The values of the woollen and miscellaneous imports in 1873, taken 
together, are in advance of the corresponding values in 1872, and the 
woollen goods especially show a decided upward tendency. Of these 
the fabrics most in demand were lustres and Orleans, then lastings, 
Spanish stripes, and camlets. 

The year 1873 was a bad one for the importers of opium, though the 
value of the actual quantity of drug imported exceeded that of the 
previous year. Prices were, on the whole, unfavourable, and when the 
last steamer left in December, the estimated stock of Malwa on hand 
was 1,300 chests, whilst only 13 chests of Persian had found buyers 
(at about 300 taels per chest of 100 catties) out of the small quantity of 
37 chests imported during the year, the drug being of very inferior 
quality. The quantity of Bengal opium (Patna and Benares) brought 
annually to the Tientsin market is comparatively small. Its net value 
last year was only 93,111 taels, whilst that of Malwa was 2,197,485 taels. 
Patna sold throughout the year at an average of 453 taels, and Benares 
at one of 446 taels per chest of 120 catties, indicating the small demand 
which existed for both these kinds of opium. 

Less treasure was imported, but a good deal more was exported, in 
1873 than in 1872. The number of British subjects and other foreign 
residents at Tientsin and Taku was 151. 


CHEFOO. 

Mr. Acting Consul Cooper’s report gives the total estimated 
value of merchandise exported in foreign vessels in 1873 at 
£681,612. The re-exports amount to £93,880, making a total 
movement of merchandise to the amount of over £2,450,000. 
Treasure to the amount of £813,742 was likewiseexported. He 
remarks the features of foreign trade during the year 1873 have 
varied but little compared with the three previous years, A 
falling off in foreign imports is discernible, and is attributable 
to the following causes: the plentiful harvest in this, the moun- 
tainous half of Shantung, which in ordinary years does not pro- 
duce sufficient cereals for the support of its inhabitants, has 
hindered the arrival of the usual grain junks, of whose return 
cargo foreign imports formed a considerable item ; and, secondly, 
the increased cost of foreign goods shown chiefly in the items of 
coarse cottons and bar iron, which a very small increase of price 
induces the natives to manufacture in such quantities as to pre- 
vent the sale of the imported articles. Nail rod continues to do 
well, 3.75 taels (about 22s.) being obtainable for the best marks. 
It is much used for shoeing beasts of burden, and no native iron 
of an equal quality can compete with it in price. The heavy 
deductions that have still to be made on many sales of shirtings 
and other Manchester goods on account of damage arising from 
mildew affect injuriously their import. Over 6,000 tons of coal 
have been imported during the year. 

Mr. Cooper says :— 

With the exception of coal and iron, the mineral resources of the 
province are still untouched. The authorities and people both seem 
well aware of the hidden wealth of their hills, The lower orders at 
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times complain that they have to starve while, if a mine were allowed 
to be opened, a demand for labour would at once arise, and food be- 
come easily attainable. The governing class may be tempted to obtain 
funds to enable them to establish an arsenal by taking off the inter- 
dict, but the thought that by so doing they will accelerate an influx of 
foreigners among them is more than sufficient to overcome their incli- 
nation, so universal is the belief and so convinced are they that all 
revolution of the existing state of things or material progress will bring 
on them endless trouble and disaster. 
NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. Acting Consul Harvey reports that although the total 
trade of the port is less than it was in 1872, the net value of 
foreign goods imported exceeds that of the previous year by the 
sum of 141,161 taels. It is also to be noted that the ground gained 
in 1872 on the general trade has not been entirely lost, as the total 
value of the trade for 1873 is 629,351 taels above that of 1871. Such 
being the case, there need be no discouragement in the fact that 
last year shows a decrease of 598,284 taels, as compared with 
1872. The decrease is solely in the amount of Chinese produce 
imported or exported in foreign vessels, which only affects Bri- 
tish interests by slightly reducing the amount of the carrying 
trade, whilst an increase has taken place in that factor of the 
trade—the importation of foreign goods—which alone directly 
concerns Imperial interests, or is of other than purely local im- 
portance. In imports there is an increase of nearly 300 piculs 
ef opium, and a marked increase in ail cotton piece goods except 
T-cloths. The enormous importation of this latter article in 
1872—out of all proportion to previous arrivals—produced the 
impression that the market must be overstocked, and caution 
was exercised accordingly. It was found, however, that the 
demand was sufficient to carry off the whole of the new stock, 
and that a much larger quantity could have been disposed of if 
to hand. Other cotton goods show an increase of over 50,000 
pieces compared with 1872, that in drills being the most remark- 
able. In consequence of the adulteration now practised of the 
materials with which cottons are made up at home, it is right to 
note in this place that foreign sellers are often compelled to 
make allowance on the price contracted for, and that buyers are 
much more suspicious than they used to be. 

Upon the subject of coal Mr. Harvey remarks :— 

It is to be regretted that the export duty on native coal, evidently 
meant to be prohibitive, should be so high as 0°672 taels per ton, against 
0°050 taela per ton on the import of foreign coal. This difference is 
just sufficient to prevent its entering into competition with Japanese 
and Australian coal in the southern market. Iam glad, however, to 
say that the attention of the Chinese has been more or less directed to 
this coal district, and that the Governor-General of Chihli sent two 
men to Penhsihu on a special mission toexamine andreport. An effort 
was also made by an enterprising native to improve the process of 
working these mines, and for this purpose he invested 1,200 taela ina 
foreign pumping apparatus. Unfortunately, however, it has proved a 
failure, as the stream of water thrown out was so small that the old 
system of removing the water by coolie labour was found to be more 
expeditious and less expensive. 

HaAnkow. 

From the tables appended to the report of Mr. Consul Hugheg 
it appears that the total value of the foreign produce imported 
was Tls. 10,631,403. There is no remarkable feature in con- 
nection with the export trade. With reference to opium Mr. 
Hughes writes :— 

The increase in the import of opium is not, it is said, an evidence of 
increased consumption. The import of opium into Hankow, though 
greater than that of 1872, is less than that of former years, and is said 
to have received an impetus owing to the greater strictness of the 
officials of Canton, from which province considerable quantities of 
smuggled opium had been in former years sent to the mart of Seang 
Tan in Hoonan. But little opium reached Seang Tan direct from Can- 
ton during the past year, and the demand had to be supplied from 
Hankow. On the other hand, it is a fact that there is a diminution in 
the quantity of native opium reported for the le-kim duty, and this 
circumstance would at first sight appear sufficient to account for the 
increase in the import of the foreign article. But the statistics on the 
subject are likely to mislead. Probably only a small proportion of the 
native opium which this place is reported to the authorities, 
while every pound of foreign opium is duly recorded. 

With regard to the shipping Mr. Hughes says :— 

The trade on the river, so far as it is carried on under foreign flags 
has for several years past been chiefly conducted by the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company, whose vesecls, sailing under the American flag, and 
built after the model of American river steamers, have hitherto proved 
to be far more suitable than any other class of vessels. During the year 
1873 the first serioua effort was made by a British company to contend 
against this supremacy. For this purpose two vessels, which had be en 
already plying on the river, were purchased, and four were ordered to be 
built in England, two of which arrived during the year. A brisk com- 
petition resulted in the reduction of freights to almost nominal rates, 
but after heavy losses the two companies have since agreed upon uni- 
form rates of freights and passage. One consequence of the steamer 
competition was that steamers not belonging to the rival companies had 
to withdraw from the river. The small sailing-vessels known as 
“lorchas” had also difficulty in finding remunerative employment. The 
number of such vessels cleared under the British flag from Hankow 
amounted to 41 in 1874, against 59 in 1872, and 90 in 1871. 

KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Vice-Consul King reports that the trade again shows 
improvement. The total of the net trade of the last three years 
is as follows: — 1871, Tls. 9,800,699, or £3,062,718 ; 1872, 
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Tls. 11,270,026, or £3,756,675 ; and 1873, Tls. 12,113,415, or 
£4,037 ,805. 

Upon the subject of opium we find the following remarks :— 

The increase in the importation of opium is part of a general one 
in the trade throughout China, for [ learn that shipments from India 
are larger than ever in spite of the increased native production. At 
this port the importation of Malwa opium for the last seven years from 
1867 has been, piculs 2,202, 1,923, 1,905, 2,110, 2,063, 1,934, and this 
year 2,366. In the province of Szechuen, which I visited in the autumn, 
the cultivation of the poppy appeared to be general, and the consump- 
tion of opium almost faeeal: There it is an article of consumption 
rather than of trade, and the Government derives no revenue from 
it. From time to time the officials fulminate more or less severe orders 
against the cultivation and sale, but, from all I could learn, no prohi- 
bitive measures are put in practice. 

Remarking upon the operations of tariffs Mr. King says :— 

During the last four years the whole trade of the port has increased 
gradually from £3,142,228 to £4,037,805. The people are richer, the 
inclination to trade is great, demand is steady, and prices are such as to 
admit of business, but the determined opposition of the Governor of 
the Province to the transit system, both as regards imports and ex- 
ports, is so great that trade is restricted in some articles and destroyed 
in others. Although, as I stated last year, the Chinese Government 
theoretically and ostensibly allows natives to take goods of foreign origin 
into the interior under transit pass, yet, owing to this actual and covert 
opposition, not one single pass has been applied for by them this year 
for merchandise calculated by weight, so impressive was the lesson read 
them by the confiscation case of 1872, when a large cargo of lead was 
condemned by a manipulation of false weights at a war-tax barrier. 

It is almost unnecessary to point out how this militates against the 
welfare of the port and of the province. The import business being 
small, few foreigners reside here, and from this fewness of merchants 
there is no market for native produce, which has to go elsewhere for 
sale, and so one cause has reacted on the other till it is now almost for- 
gotten what a thriving port Kewkiang once was. The state of trade 
here now shows undoubted signs of improvement, or rather capabilit 
and desire for improvement after years of steady decline ; and I loo 
upon the present as a critical time when the trade may, if fostered by 
Government, and pushed by enterprise, resume its former state ; but, if 
abandoned, as it now is, to the deadening effects of provincial repression, 
and by those who formerly caused its suocegs, it will soon become con- 
firmed as a mere port of call for steamers. 

NINGPo. 

Mr. Consul Alabaster reports a falling off in the value of the 
trade for the year 1873 of over 2,000,000 taels, or roughly 
£600,000, although by the common report the year is to be con- 
sidered an averagely prosperous one, in contradistinction to the 
preceding one, in which the returns showed an advance of nearly 
3,000,000 taels, or £1,000,000 on 1871. 

The chief increase in foreign imports is that noticeable in 
opium, which has increased from 5,000 chests in 1870 to over 
7,500 in 1873, paying the Chinese Government over 220,000 
taels in duties. In opium, and in the carrying trade nearly 
alone, foreigners can, under present conditions, compete with the 
native merchants ; and though the raft which tides the com- 
munity over its time of difficulty may have rottenness in it, 
there is no possibility of safely abandoning it for the moment. 
The other chief foreign imports are cotton piece goods, of which 
751,469 pieces, valued at £460,000, were imported, showing an 
increase on that of 1872 of 80,000 pieces. 

Referring to the exports Mr. Alabaster says :— 

In the export trade the resident foreigners have little share, the 
neighbouring market of Shanghai, with iis banking and other facilities, 
attracting the teamen thither ; while in the cotton, drugs, and wine ex- 
ported to the coast ports and Straits’ markets, the foreigner has little 
chance of competing with the native merchants ; nor do I see any poasi- 
bility of this being otherwise, as the Chinese must necessarily be at an 
advantage in dealing with their own countrymen, in their own produce, 
over foreigners ; and neither the wine nor the cotton, nor the oilseeds, 
nor the drugs, which the country produces in great abundance, are 
likely to form matter for direct export to foreign countries, ; 

In the returns the staple of the Ningpo trade, green tea, shows a 
large falling off, consequent on the disastrous year of 1872, in which 
the supply had been expanded far beyond the limits of demand. Ren- 
dered cautious by their losses, the native tea speculators confined their 
operations, at the commencement of the season, to the narrowest limits ; 
very fortunate for themselves, as although the American market some- 
what recovered itself during the year, the demand in England was most 
injuriously affected by the raid made by the analysts against so-called 
adulterated teas. 

The following refers to the shipping trade :—. 

Tonnage shows an increase, but this is owing nearly entirely to the 
competition between the old established Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company, whose vessels run under the American flag, and a newly started 
native company, whose boats fly the Chinese flag; and although the 
passenger traffic temporarily increased numerically with the low rates 
charged by the new company, the year has been unfavourable to ship- 
owning interests. In other branches of trade the Hong Kong steamers 
still call in here about once in three weeks on their way to Shanghai, 
the opium consumption affording them sufficient freight to make the 
deviation from the direct route profitable ; but although the majority 
of these vessels at present fly the British flag, they are getting entirely 
into the hands of Germans and Americans, with the gradually growing, 
and more or less well-founded opinion, that English vessels are, in 
China, subjected to more troublesome regulations, and receive less 
efficient support, than those of other nations. It will not be long be- 
fore our shipping fees show a still further diminution,

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THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC AND THE 
ABORIGINES’ PROTECTION SOCIETY. 

AT their meeting on the Ist inst., report of which we 
published in our last issue, this society emphatically main- 
tained that the protection of the aboriginal and other 
native populations which acknowledge the authority or are 
subject to the influence of Great Britain is a duty impera- 
tively binding on the British Government. The respon- 
sibility thrown upon this country by the tenor of this reso- 
. lution is a serious one, but it is one which we have never 
shown ourselves slow to accept, and we doubt not that Her 
MAJESTY’s Government will, in course of time, effect the 
objects advocated at this meeting, both in our own pos- 
sessions and in those other countries where we may further 
the cause of humanity by means of good advice and judi- 
cious counsels, The cause of the Chinese coolie has certainly 
not been neglected by English iy and it is entirely 
owing to their exertions that the nefarious trade of Macao 
has been prohibited, and, we hope we may soon be able to 
say, entirely stamped out. Our aid is now further in- 
voked on behalf of the so-called ‘indentured labourers” 
in Cuba and Peru, who, it is said, are to all intents and 
purposes treated as slaves. The Chinese immigrants, too, 
in California, though there is no pretext for saying that 
they are slaves or even indentured labourers, are undoubt- 
edly treated in a disgracefully unfair manner, but perhaps 
they may derive some crumbs of comfort from the passage. 
in which President GRANT, in his Message read to the 
United States Congress on December 7, alludes to them, 
though we are inclined to fear that the legislation 
which he invites will not be of a favourable nature. Pro- 
bably the most interesting speech at the meeting of the 
Aborigines’ Protection Society was that of Mr. Na AcHoy, 
of Hong Kong. He put the matter plainly and openly, 
stating that the coolie trade in China, with very few ex- 
ceptions, is nothing less than a disguised slave trade, and, 
in fact, really worse than that, owing to its being carried 
on under false colours. He gave those concerned in the 
suppression of the Macao coolie trade all credit for their 
humane exertions, but though the business has been 
ries il he thinks, and wisely, too, that it would be well 
to keep a vigilant watch over Macao. He next calls at- 
tention to the condition of “ the coolies in Cuba and Peru, 
‘‘ where they are treated with great cruelty and unparal- 
‘‘ leled inhumanity,” and of whom he says that “ the con- 
victs in England are in a better situation than they are.” 
It is certainly high time that something was done to im- 
press upon these two importers of Chinese labour the 
duties of humanity, and the obligations of civilisation. 
The remainder of his speech Mr. Na Acuoy devoted to 
the hardships and disabilities of the Chinese emigrant to 
California. On his arrival he is obliged to pay a capitation 
tax before he can land; he is denied all civil rights ; he 
has no vote ; and, worst of all, his evidence is not received 
in a court of justice. ‘ Therefore,” says the speaker, “ if 
“aman murders a Chinaman in San Francisco, in open 
“ daylight, in the presence of, say, one hundred Chinese, 
“the: testimony of al! these eye-witnesses will not 
“be taken, and the murderer will be allowed to es- 
‘‘ cape scot-free.” Furthermore, the Chinese in California 
are subject to all sorts of harassing local laws and regula- 
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tions. ‘Supposing the Chinese Government were to im- 
“pose similar restrictions on the American residents in 
“ China, would they quietly submit to it?” asks Mr. Ne 
AcHOY, “and would the American Government tolerate 
it?” These pertinent questions require no answer, and 
it behoves our Transatlantic cousins to reform their ways, 
or their iniquitous treatment of the Chinese, to whom they 
owe so much in the Far West, will become a bye-word 
among civilised nations. Mr. AcHOoyY’s remarks on this 
head are not mere reckless assertions, for they are fully 
borne out by the statements of intelligent and observant 
travellers with regard to what they have noticed in San 
Francisco and other parts of California. The objects of 
the Aborigines’ Protection Society are most laudable, and 
we earnestly hope that their endeavours in the cause of 
humanity may be crowned with the success which they so 
well deserve. 
SETTLEMENT OF THE FORMOSA DIFFICULTY. 
Moke than three months ago, even in the face of appa- 
rently adverse telegraphic intelligence, we ventured to give 
expression to a decided belief that the questions at issue 
between China and Japan were on the eve of a pacific 
solution, and that, after all, there would be no outbreak of 
hostilities between the two countries. As our readers are 
aware, subsequent events have shown our vaticinations to 
have been correct. After a vast amount of diplomatic 
negotiation at Peking and elsewhere, which, originating in 
a demand on the part of the Japanese for satisfaction for 
the murder of some shipwrecked mariners by the savage 
tribes on the Formosan coast, and needlessly avated 
by the foolishly shilly-shallying policy of the Chinese, has 
been going on more or less continuously since the summer 
of 1873, and during the progress of which the Japanese, 
driven in a great measure by the force of circumstances, 
despatched a small body of troops to Formosa, and having 
landed with comparatively little opposition, proceeded to 
take the law into their own hands, and to punish the 
offending tribes of aborigines, with whom their own s0- 
called rulers were afraid to meddle, the whole difficulty, 
which ought to have been settled most easily and amicably 
at the outset, has at length been brought to a termination, 
by the Japanese agreeing to withdraw their e itionary 
force from the island on the payment by the Chinese of a 
pecuniary indemnity of 500,000 taels, and withont *heir 
preferring any demand for the annexation of any portion 
of the territory which they have been holding by mght of 
conquest. We have not, of course, at present had time to 
receive any detailed information in regard to the precise 
causes which have led to this settlement of what at one 
time promised to be a somewhat hopeless and inextricable 
imbroglio, but, as far as we can judge, they would appear to 
have been of a twofold nature. The Chinese, no doubt, 
felt that, as we but recently pointed out, they were not 
sufficiently well prepared to go to war, and that a succes- 
sion of inevitable defeats at the hands of a power like 
Japan would for many reasons be most disastrous to them 
at the present moment ; and they were, therefore, probably 
disposed, after a little beating about the bush, to give in to 
almost any terms, provided that they could get off with- 
out any cession of territory, and with the sovereign rights 
which they claim over the island of Formosa unimpaired. 
The Japanese, on the other hand, doubtless found them- 
selves in an awkward position, for, although they might 
have proved victorious at the commencement of a struggle 
with their powerful and unwieldy neighbour, they had 
the good sense to perceive that they could not hope to 
overcome her in the long run, owing to the manifest 
superiority of the Chinese in all the material resources 
necessary for the successful conduct of a protracted war. 
They had punished the aborigines of Formosa for their 
cruelty to their fellow-countrymen, and had thus avenged 
their massacre, and vindicated the honour of their country ; 
but they had begun to find the war an expensive matter 
in more ways than one, for not only was it a very serious 
drain on their pecuniary resources, but sickness was 
already thinning their ranks to an alarming extent, and, 
as a contemporary states, one steamer which arrived in 
Japan at the beginning of October alone brought home 
from Formosa seven hundred invalids, which must be a 
very large percentage of the whole number of troops 
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there. All these reasons combined, we have no doubt, had 
great weight with the authorities at Yedo, and peaceful 
counsels began to prevail where but recently so eager a 
desire for war had pervaded all classes of the population 
alike. ‘An important assembly of about fifty of the 
nobles and ex-daimios,” we are told, ‘ convoked at 
“the instance of the {Government, met in delibera- 
‘tion on the 8th October at the Emperor's residence 
“on the subject of the complications between China 
“and Japan. The momentous question of peace or 
‘““ war was debated, and a resolution in favour of peace 
“‘was adopted.” We cannot, of course, pretend to say 
whether the conclusions arrived at by this species of Privy 
Council had had any effect on the course which the nego- 
tiations at Peking were taking, or whether indeed OKUBO 
was informed of them; but, however that may be, they are 
deserving of notice as indicating the undoubtedly altered 
condition of public opinion in Japan. We congratulate 
the Japanese on the results which they have achieved, 
and which are mainly to be attributed to the conjidence 
inspired in them by their new-born civilisation, although, 
at the same time, as we remarked on a previous occasion, 
we think that they did wrong at the outset in invading a 
portion of the Chinese Empire without a formal declara- 
tion of war. With regard to the Chinese, we hope that 
they will learn wisdom from the lesson which they have 
received, and that, profiting thereby, they will forthwith 
proceed to set their house in order, for if they do not, 
they will assuredly find that much trouble will befal them, 
both from within and from without, and that, too, at no 
very distant period. 





Since the foregoing was in type we have received a tele- 
gram from Hong Kong announcing that the Japanese 
troops evacuated Formosa on the 3rd Dec. 


SoME months since we noticed the appointment of Mr. 
ANDREW CASSELLS, of the firm of Messrs. PEEL, CASSELLS, 
and Co., Manchester, to a seat at the India Council. We now 
learn that a selection of a similar kind will be made to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. ARBUTHNOT. 
The policy adopted by Lord SALiIsBuRY in this respect is 
conducive to the welfare of the mercantile interests of 
India, and will meet with general approval. 


WE learn by telegram that the expedition which has 
been charged with the completion of the survey of Captain 
Sprye’s land route from Rangoon to Kiang-Hung—to 
which reference was made in our issue of the 26th Oct.— 
has started from Rangoon. The expedition is accompanied 
by Colonel Horace Browne, Dr. ANDERSON, Mr. NEY 
ELIAS, and also by Mr. MarGary, who has proceeded from 
China to join the expedition. 


M. DE GEOFROY, the French Minister at Peking, has 
obtained leave of absence, and the First Secretary, M. le 
Comte de RocHEOHOUART, will be in charge of the Legation 
during his absence. Weare pleased to note the promotion 
to Paris of Mr. F. O. ApaMs, formerly Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Yedo, and at present at Berlin. 


SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK ON CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China vp 

S1r,—The long and interesting article in Macmillan’s Maga- 
zine on the subject of China and Japan, from the pen of Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, which you reproduced in your paper of 
Sept. 11, calls for careful consideration, since its prophecies and 
theories are of a very sensational and startling character. 

I venture to offer one or two remarks merely on matters of 
detail ; matters, however, which affect more or less directly 
the ent of the whole. Here, for instance, is a loose 
and absolutely misleading paragraph :— Dockyards, arse- 
nals, foundries, and all the plant necessary for building 
and floating, and the sailors for navigating large class iron 
steamships, actually in full work in Chinese and Japanese 
hands in 1874.” wrote near the close of Oct., 1874, and it 
is surely strange that, supposing Sir Rutherford to be cor- 
rect in his terrifying statement, the Chinese Government as a 
matter of fact should not possess to-day a single iron war-ship 
of any kind ; and that the two which the Japanese do : 
should have been purchased by Japanese money, not built by 
Japanese skill. The eal powers of the officers of the 
Chinese fleet may be res ble, but the fighting qualities of 
their sailors do not stand very high in the estimation of those 
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who have boarded their vessels, English newspapers and maga- 
zines are continually repeating this wholly erroneous statement 
as to the ironclads, and home-built iron vessels of the Chinese fleet. 
Sir Rutherford’s hint, also, as to the possibility of Eastern con- 
quest-waves rolling again over Europe, because, forsooth, China, 
and Japan are labouring to purchase ironclads and breech- 
loaders, and to adopt our Western improvements, ignores’ the 
fact that Western war science is also ever advancing ; and to 
imagine that semi-civilised Powers cannot merely adopt but wse 
effectively at one jump the most perfect forms of Western war 
material, is contrary to all experience. The iron will run into 
their inexperienced hands, and the fire flash back on the clumsy 
manipulators, causing internal rebellion, not foreign aggression. 

‘Such waves of conquest, also, require a martial people, such as 
the Tartars were of old, not a peace-loving nation like the Chinese, 
to whom the Militia system just now introduced into Japan, 
because of the war-panic, is viewed with astonishment and 
alarm. Jt is absolutely untrue to assert that as at present 
constituted China or Japan could launch into Europe “an 
army larger than the greatest power of the West maintains.” 
Sir Rutherford’s remarks about the treaty offensive and de- 
fensive between Russia and Japan are singularly interesting at 
the present day. We are hourly listening for the declaration of 
war between China and Japan; but still the news comes not. 
Is it, then, Japan has kept her last diplomatic threat till the last, 
and has made China pause with the terrible prospect of Russian 
armed intervention ? 

My last quarrel with Sir Rutherford is for his so lightly re- 
peating and perpetuating the oft-repeated libel against Chris- 
tianity, namely, that it is “a principle of revolt subversive of 
the established rule.” What does this mean? At whom does 
the writer aim? Does he refer to the blasphemous caricature of 
Christianity preached by the Tai-pings? Surely not. Or does 
he refer to what he mentions below, “religious propagandism. 
under French protection?” I have nothing to say in defence of 
such propagandism ; but surely the writer of this article should 
have been more careful to discriminate between propagandism 
and propagandism. Christianity when preached according to 
the Christian Bible teaches emphatically and without exception 
“honour to the King, submission to the powers that be, prompt 
payment of custom and tribute, and careful observance of the 

five relations’ so much set by in Chinese eyes.” Is this a re- 
volutionary creed? Sir Rutherford’s sneer is simply an echo of 
the old cry of the East India Company against mission work in 
India, that it would create discontent and revolt. That cry of 
alarm has died away, and is succeeded by the recognition of the 
risen civilising and controlling power of Christian work in India, 
iis the Governor-General himself and his Council.—I remain,

There are some useful “ Notes on 
the Land Tenures and Revenue Assessments of Upper India,” 
and a chapter on the late Dr. Archibald Campbell. The annex- 
ation of Fiji also forms the subject of a paper. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury's address to the Margate 
Church Institute upon “Some Current Fallacies Respectin 
Supernatural Religion” is reproduced in the current number o 
Macmillan. There are some very interesting “ Notes on Rome,” 
by Captain Burton; a paper by Mr. Tom Hughes, called 
‘“Tsmalia;” a review of the Greville Journals; and a letter to the 
editor on Prussia and the Vatican. These, together with some 
minor papers, a sonnet by Mrs. Brotherton, and some lines, “ In 
Borrowdale,” by T. H. Ward, make up an excellent number. 


The opening pages of this month’s Geographical Magazine are 
devoted to the Arctic Expedition and the Austro-Hungarian 
Expedition. The editor has a paper on the Emigration question, 
entitled ‘From China to Peru,” in which he expresses his con- 
viction that every guarantee entered into on the part of Peru 
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will be fulfilled to the letter. The Tamraparni system of irri 
tion in Southern India, together with the usual reports on the 
Geographical Societies, are valuable contributions, There is also 
a capital map of Franz-Joseph Land. 


The Atheneum, in noticing Mayers’s “ Chinese Manual,” says, 
“ All who have been compelled from time to time to make 
researches in Chinese biographical dictionaries and encyclopx- 
dias, will fully appreciate the benefit Mr. Mayers has conferred 
upon students of Chinese by his present book. In the choice of 
the material he has shown a wise discretion, and the great 
variety of sources from which it has been collected bears testi- 
mony to the industry and learning of the compiler.” 


Messrs. Partridge and Co.:have recently published a series of 
‘Wall Papers ” intended for gratuitous circulation in China. 
They contain in the centre a large engraving of a Bible subject, 
and on either side a description in Chinese, rendered in the 
words of the Bible. The Chinese characters are photo-litho- 
graphs, and therefore resemble written characters, a circumstance 
which makes them doubly valuable in the eyes of those for whom 
they are intended. Messrs. Partridge and Co. have also 
issued a neat little volume of “ Music for the Nursery.” This 
work, which contains many simple airs suitable for children, is 
revised by Mr. Philip Phillips, the Singing Pilgrim. It is pic- 
torial as well as musical, and will be no doubt highly appreciated 
by the little ones. 


In the Gentleman’s Magazine for December “ Olympia” occu- 
pies a large share of the pages. In addition to the second part 
of the “ L. S. D. of Literature,” and a further instalment of a 
“ Rambling Story,” we are given a paper on “ Dublin Political 
Satire and Satirists Forty Years Ago,” which is most entertaining. 
Mr. Robert Buchanan contributes a poem from the Irish called 
“Midian Uara,” while the “Table Talk” is as usual very 
pleasant to read. 

We hear that Mr. W. E. Griffis, who has been for some years 
engaged at the Imperial College at Yedo, and who is now in 
England on leave, is preparing a book on Japan. 
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THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 

The Academy reports that telegrams have been received from a large 
number of stations, announcing the measure of success which has fallen 
to the lot of the observers sent out by different nations ; and certainly, 
so far, astronomers have not much to complain of in the matter of 
weather, as will be seen from the following table of the results at the 
stations from which news has been received up to the present time :—

At Cairo Captain Ord Browne and Mr. Newton got good observations 
of internal contact at egress, though they differ by four seconds in the 
time noted. Captain Browne remarked a ring of light surrounding the 
black planet, which may have been caused by the atmosphere of Venus. 
Both he and Mr. Hunter at Suez obtained a good many measures with 
Airy’s double-image micrometer of the distance of Venus from the sun’s 
limb before internal contact, and of the length of the cusps after, ob- 
servations which are nearly as valuable as those of the actual contact. 
Mr. Hunter also observed the latter phenomenon well, the clouds, which 
had been very threatening, clearing off just before the critical time. 
Captain Abney at Thebes was very successful with his photography, 
obtaining a good series of fifty photographs of Venus, at intervals of a 
second, with the Janssen revolver slide, so that a photograph has been 
secured of the actual contact, which besides its intrinsic value is of 
great intercat from the fact that there is no trace of the black drop 
which was such a trouble to Captain Cook and the other observers in 
1769. This agrees with the testimony of all the telescopic observers, 
who are unanimous in saying that nothing like a connecting ligament 
has been seen iu this transit, a circumstance which is probably owing 
to the great improvement in telescopes and to the education of the cyo 
by previous practice in observing a model. Colonel Campbell, Dr. 
Auwers, and Professor Dollen, made good observations with their tele- 
scopes at Thebes. 

The Roorkee party, headed by Colonel Tennant, have been highly 
successful in the most important part of their work, the photography, 
having taken 100 good photographs, besides securing the eye observa- 
tions. In Japan M. Janssen has worked his revolver photographic 
slide well, and sixty ordinary photugmmphs on glass have been taken by 
the Americana, and nuterous daguerreotypes on silver plates by the 
French. Further, 150 measures of the lengths of cusps were made, 
and thirty-one differences of R.A., and eighteen differences of N.P.D. 
of the limbs of Venus and the Sun observed. The longitude of the 
American station at Nagasaki was determined in November by tele- 
graph, using Wladiwostok as the point of reference. 
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CONGRES DES AMERICANISTES. 

We have much pleasure in calling attention to the proposed Inter- 
national Congress vf Americanists, which is to be held at Nancy next 
summer, and the idea of which, we presume, has been suggested by the 
recent International Congress of Orientalists. We have been favoured 
by M. Ed. Madier de Montjau, President of the American Society of 
France, with copies of the circular invitation to this gathering, and of 
the regulations under which it and future meetings will be held, from 
which we learn that those savants who take an interest in the history of 
America before its discovery by Columbus, in the ethnography of the 
native races of the New World, and in the interpretation of the written 
monuments which they have left hehind, will meet at Nancy from the 
19th to the 22nd of next July, and that an exhibition of American 
archological remains will be open during the same period. The 
central organising committee will be glad to receive all communications 
that may be addressed to it for this session of the Congress, and desires 
to call the attention of students of American archwology and ethno- 
graphy to the following points :—(1). Relations of Europe, Asia, Africa, 
and Oceania with America before the time of Columbus; (2). Inter- 
pretation of the written monuments of American antiquity ; (3). Ethno- 
graphical and linguistical classification of the Indian races of the New 
World.—Those who are desirous of becoming members of this Congress 
may obtain tickets of membership (price 12 francs) on application to 
the American Society of France, at 20, Rue Bonaparte, Paris. Detailed 
programmes will be published later on, and will be forwarded to the 
members of the Congress, the future progress of which we shall watch 
with much interest, as it will, doubtless, supply the world with a vast 
amount of valuable and curious information on the subjects indicated 
above. 





RaILways IN Curna.—The conductors of the Chinese paper Awe 
Pao, published at Shanghai, uppear to have had a hint from the 
mandarins opposed to the introduction of Western inventions. In an 
article on the subject of railways it says: ‘‘ The accidents on the rail- 
way lines are very numerous, caused by collisions, by the engines or 
tenders taking fire, by the trains running off the lines, or by the bridges 
giving way and the trains being precipitated into the rivers below. In 
other cases the carriages are injured by the great speed at which they 
are hurried along, and the accidents are so numerous that it is often 
impossible to ascertain the exact number of dead and wounded, All 
the foreign journals are full of details concerning these accidents. But, 
admitting that most of these casualties are preventable, and that the 
trains follow their regular course, they travel quicker than the 
thoroughbred horse, and the people walking on the lines would have no 
time to get out of their way. From this cause alone the number of 
fatal accidents would be enormous. In all countries where railways 
exist they are considered a very dangerous mode of locomotion, and, 
beyond those who have very urgent business to transact, no one thinks 
of using them.” 

THE CHINesrE IN CaLIFoRNIA.—In California the Chinese have, it is 
said, become so indispensable as servants that, notwithstanding the 
outcry raised against their immigration, they have established a footing 
there based entirely on their own merits. Consul Booker, in his report 
on the trade and commerce of California for 1873, lately issued, states 
that in the carly part of last year the anti-Chinese cry was taken up 
by all classes of politicians, and at one time took so forcible a shape 
that the Chinese companies who control the immigration telegraphed 
to stop it altogether, and for a few months there were no arrivals; but 
of late every ship has brought a few Chinamen, and, notwithatanding 
all that has been said or written against the Chinese, it must be evi- 
dent to every one that without them many of the wants of the people 
would have to go unsatisfied, as in the country they are almost entirely 
used as domestic servants and perform many duties for which they 
are especially adapted. Strong as the prejudice against them may be, 
it is certain it is not strong enough to keep those who are their most 
formidable opponents from making use of their services. 

THE Russian explorer M. Miklucha-Maklay, having completed his re- 
searches on the ethnology of the Papuans in New Guinea, and having 
apparently proved incontestably the existence of the race in the Philip- 
pine Isles, he is preparing to visit the Malay peninsula. He will ac- 
cordingly start from Batavia some time during the present month, land 
at one of the ports in the south, and from thence penetrate into the 
interior range of mountains, where he expects to find a tribe called 
Semang, which he, in common with other authorities, considers will 
prove to be of Papuan descent.

EVACUATION OF FORMOSA BY THE JAPANESE. 

Hioxa Kona, Dec. 6.—The Japanese troops evacuated the island of 
Formosa on the 3rd inst. 

THE WESTERN CHINA EXPEDITION. 

Rancoon, Dec, 12.—The Western China Expedition started, under 
Colonel Browne, this day. 

THE DANISH MINISTER TO CHINA. 

SyHancHal, Dec. 11.—Count Raasloff, the Danish Minister, had an 
interview at Tientsin on the 4th inst. with the Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
and the Japanese Ambassador. His Excellency intended to continue 
his journey to Peking on the following day. 
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The position of the Manchester Market has altered little since 
our last report of the 4th instant, but the ee of quiet has 
been more marked and increasingly dull under the influence of 
a reaction in the Liverpool Cotton Market ; buyers are restrict- 
ing their operations to absolute and immediate requirements. 
Quotations are nominally the same as last quoted, though the 
tendency is in buyers’ favour, and in low qualities, especially 
where stocks are held, transactions have taken place on easier 
terms. 

The directors of the Eastern Extension Australasia and China 
Telegraph Company (Limited) have declared an interim divi- 
dend for the quarter ending September 30 of 3s. per share, or 6 
per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, payable on the 15th 
proximo. 


The Eastern Telegraph Company announce that the usual 
interim dividend of 2s. 6d. per share, in respect of profits for 
the quarter ending 30th September last, will be paid on and 
after 14th prox. 

The Produce Markets Review, in referring to the present posi- 
tion of the Tea trade, says :— 


The total deliveries from London bonded warehouses for the present 
year will probably reach at least 170,000,000 lbs., which far exceeds 
the largest quantity imported in any one year from China. But for 
the large importation of Indian growths, the question of future sup- 
plies would by this time have caused no small anxiety here ; the more 
so, as although the quantity exported from China has vastly increased 
during the last ten years, this result has apparently been obtained at a 
considerable sacrifice of quality: fortunately, the yearly increasing 
supply from India, and the excellent quality of most of it, have re- 
moved all apprehension on this account. Other countries, too, are 
striving, with more or less success, to produce teas suited to the tastes 
of European consumers ; and we have no doubt that in a very few 
years the import of tea from all sources will reach a total undreamed 
of by many at the present time. The cultivation and manufacture of 
the plant in Java have made immense progress during the last five or 
six years, both as regards quantity and quality, and its consumption in 
England has of late been considerable. The subject appears to be also 
engaging the attention of practical men in Ceylon, and, from experi- 
ments already tried, there is every prospect of ultimate success. 
Although Japan has only comparatively recently entered the ficld asa 
producer of tea, it nevertheless exports large quantities, principally 
of uncoloured green, to the United States of America, where they are 
highly esteemed on account of their purity and excellent quality. We 
learn, moreover, that the Japanese ure rapidly extending the culti- 
vation of the plant, and that heavy supplies are likely to be shipped 
direct to England. The Tea trade has evidently a great future before 
it : with sufficiently low-priced good tea, consumption would probably 
in a few years be doubled; and with a continually-augmenting pro- 
ss there seems no reason whatever why this should not take 
P

The amounts of Bar Silver to hand during the week have 
been very small, about £12,000 in all.

ed as an instruction by the postal authorities free of charge. The 
messages will then be forwarded via Marseilles or ria Gibraltar, which- 
ever route is working best and most free from traffic. London messages 
should be presented for transmission at the company’s offices, 74, Old 
Broad-street, 8 Leadenhall-street, or 42, Finsbury-circus.”

This 
is chiefly accounted for by the large purchases, on the spot and to 
arrive, effected in October ; we must add that whilst several articles of 
wanufactures, particularly Coloured Goods, have remained of very good 
sale, news from New York and other markets of consumption respect- 
ing Black Silks and Ribbons have been less encouraging. The conse- 
quence was a decided check in the sale of European Silk. Classical 
sorts, which are comparatively scarce, have alone maintained their 
value ; on medium and low grades we quote a fall of about 4 to 5 per 
cent. Asiatic Throwns through their comparative cheapness continue 
to be used freely. Available stocks are limited ; nevertheless, the 
threatening competition of Italians have prevented so far all improve- 
ment in prices. At actual rates the margin between China Raws and 
Throwns is so limited that throwsters, who have large supplies in hand, 
keep now on the reserve.

CASUALTIES. 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 5.—A telegram from Falmouth of yesterday states 
that the Amboyna (str.) makes no water, considerable damage done 
about decks, four frames and starboard bow broken, buats and skylight 
stove, no damage to cargo so far as can be seen (the above steamer left 
Falmouth Dec. 7 for her destination). 

NiEuwE Diep, Dec. 7.—The Island Belle, Camm, from Java to Am- 
sterdam, struck the ground near the Helder and has been towed in 
here in a sinking state and with loss of rudder; later,—the Island Belle 
is full of water. 

Matta, Dec. 7. —United Service (str.), from Singapore, unseaworthy 
in present state, has been surveyed under authority of the Board of 
Trade ; must go into dock for repairs, and discharge part of cargo. 

RotrerDaM, Dec. 5.—Ottolina, arrived at Batavia from Nieuwe Diep, 
had cargo (coals), on fire, and jettisoned about 125 tons. 

The Burmese (str.), from Ceylon to London, was ashore under the 
lighthouse, Island of Canis, near Tunis. The Ocean Queen offered as- 
sistance, which was refused ; she was, however, assisted off by a French 
steamer, slightly damaged, and proceeded, after being aground twelve 
hours and throwing overboard some of her cargo. 

SouraBaya, Dec. 5, 1.15 p.m.—The Cornelia Mathilda (Dutch 
barq.), from Java to Amsterdam, with general produce, is stranded on 
Meinders shoal, at the North entrance of Bali Straits ; she has been 
abandoned, and will become a total loss, ship and cargo ; part of crew 
saved, 

Ssananal, Dec. 5, 2.20 p.u.—A fire broke out on board the Con- 
queror (Brit. barq.), in port, having on lward a cargo of tea for New 
York, and was not extinguished until much damuge was done to vessel 
and cargo ; she must discharge ; a later telegram states that the fire 
was promptly suppressed, and that there was no material damage to 
ship ; what cargo consists of uncertain till discharged.

LIGHTHOUSE FOR JAPAN.—A large number of lighthouses have during 
the last few years been constructed in Edinburgh for the Japanese Go- 
vernment. They have been ordered through Mesera. Stevenson, the 
eminent lighthouse engineers, from whose designa the whole of the 
apparatus has been constructed. One of those lights is at present to 
be seen in the workshops of Messrs. Dove and Co., engineers, Green- 
side-lane, who have made the mechanical portion of the apparatus and 
fitted up the glasswork. This light is one of those known by the name 
of First Order Dioptric Holyphotal flashing light. The rays are 
acted upon by means of glass lenses and reflecting prisms, the whole of 
which are built together and placed on a revolving carriage, which is 
driven by clock-work. The effect of the revolving motion is to bring 
the large lenses with their attached cupolas of upper and lower prisms 
successively in front of the light, thus producing the appearance of a 
series of flashes. The large lamp placed in the centre of the apparatus 
is constructed to burn paraffin, and is fitted with Captain Dody’s 
burners, which are at present being introduced into all the Scotch 
lighthouses. The cost of an apparatus of this description, with the 
lantern in which it is plaeed, is about £3,400.
